Thoughts on Prop. 13 _ 


| would like to take this opportunity to respond to 
Mr. David Slaff’s presentation of the ‘‘positive’’ 
aspects of The Jarvis/Gann_ Initiative that 
appeared in the April 7 edition of this paper. 
Mr. Slaff made the statement that ‘‘the impact of 
Jarvis/Gann Initiative would be substantial’. 

Personally, | feel that Mr. Slaff is understating

the issue. The impact on schools, in particular, * 


will be paralyzing. Currently, it takes about $6.5 
billion to run California schools; if proposition 13 
passes, $3.95 billion will be lost, That, to me, 
seems a great deal more than “substantial. ‘’ 

It is obvious that cutbacks will have to be made, 
the question is where? Many programs, such as 
child development and handicap programs, are 
primarily funded by local taxes, and are likely to 
be the first to go. Here at Hartnell, the majority of 
students are not taking strictly academic subjects. 
-The predicted cut of the Hartnell budget by $3.5 
million dollars (from $7 million) will definitely be 

felt by all students here. 

If the bill passes, the state would have to assume 
most of the cost of education, which would lessen 
local control of school district programs. Also, the 
right of yoters to choose to tax themselves to 
improve schools by_ virtue of revenue limit 
increase elections would be lost. 

There would also have to be reductions of fire, 
police, recreation and other public services, 
unless alternative soarces of revenue are found. 

Mr. Jarvis talks a lot of the immense benefit his 
bill would have for homeowners. He does not talk 
so much of the benefits large businesses and 
landlords will reap under his bill. Business and 
industry would receive 65 per cent of the total tax 
reduction benefit. Landlords would also enjoy 
large tax cuts, none of which they are required to 
pass on to renters. | cannot help but believe that 
the fact that he is in the Apartment-House Owners 
Association has something to do with that. 

| am all in favor of tax reform and agree 
wholeheartedly that it is called for. However, the 
Jarvis bill will cause chaos in the entire state. | 
believe that when we are talking of people’s 
education, safety and general well-being, there 
must be a realistic, workable, and fair plan to

THE TUBES: ‘‘What Do You Want From Live’’ 
(A&M SP-6003) 

Those who have attended one say there is 
nothing quite like a Tubes concert. It is relatively 
safe to assume that a Jive album is the next best 
thing to being there. If that’s the case, those 
people’s descriptions were probably influenced by 
some good Thai or Jack Daniels. 

The Tubes are still the Tubes, and that’s all good 
and fine. They are the most unique band in the 
world, and that comes through well on the album. 
It is quite entertaining and funny as hell at times, 
but lacks consistency. 

Side one of the double album begins with a 
strange overdub of a Kansas City Royals baseball 
game, an announcement of the band ‘‘tied for the 
number one group in the world’ (with 
who?) and the ‘‘Overture,’’ which consists of bits 
and pieces from ‘‘Up From The Deep,’’ ‘‘Young 
And Rich,’’ ‘‘Madam, I’m Adam,’’ ‘‘Mondo 
Bondage’”’ and the omnipresent ‘‘White Punks.On 
Dope.”’ 

Following are two previously unreleased, and 
rather dull, tunes, ‘‘Got Yourself a Deal’’ and 
“Show Me a Reason.’’ But, just as you're 
dropping off, they break into a version of ‘’What 
Do You Want From Life’’ that turns into a live 
“Let’s Make A Deal’’ (‘‘13 cases of Walker 
Special Canadian every day. Alcoholism for the 
rest of your life!’’) 

Side two is somewhat better, with Fee Waybill 
and Re Styles doubling on ‘‘Don’t Touch Me 
There,’’ a cropped version of ‘‘Mondo Bondage’’ 
and ‘‘Smoke (La Vie En Fumer).’’ Still nothing 
terribly eventful, though.

The climax of the show (recorded at the 
Hammersmith Odeon in London last November) is 
captured on side three, starting with the ‘’Crime 
mediey.’’” Composed of theme songs from -

“The Untouchables,’ it is innovative, nostalgic 
and well executed. Next is ‘1 Was A Punk Before 
You Were A Punk,’’ a satirical shot at Punk rock 
groups, with a powerfully insane stage show 
(‘You didn’t have to beat the kid up so bad, 
man!’’). With a few obscenities and a scream, 
they go into an augmented version of ‘| Saw Her 
Standing There,’’ and follow with a not-too- 
shabby drum solo featuring Prairie Prince and 
Mingo Lewis. 


Opening the ‘inal side is lead guitarist Roger 
Steen’s announc: ment, ‘‘Our lead singer’s drunk. 
If you don’t scream he won’t come out.’’ They do 
and: Waybill does, but his ‘‘drunkenness’’ 
interrupts ‘‘Boy Crazy’’ and almost’ cancels 
“Stand Up And Shout’’. But he manages to 
survive for an encore of ‘‘W.P.O.D.,’” all in that 
wonderful Tubular insanity. 

Despite the Tubes’ last studio release, the 
toned-down ‘‘Now,’’ this album indicates they are 
alive and well and will remain so. Insanity 
demands it.
